An act to amend Sections 12206, 17058, and 23610.5 of the Revenue
and Taxation Code, relating to taxation, to take effect immediately, tax
levy.

LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

AB 35, asamended, Chiu. Incometaxes. credits. low-income housing:
allocation increase.

Existing law establishes a low-income housing tax credit program
pursuant to which the California Tax Credit Allocation Committee
provides procedures and requirements for the allocation of state
insurance, personal income, and corporation incometax credit amounts
among low-income housing projects based on federal law. Existing
law, in modified conformity to federal incometax law, alowsthe credit
based upon the applicable percentage, as defined, of the qualified basis
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of each qualified low-income building. Existing law limits the total
annual amount of the credit that the committee may alocate to $70
million per year, as specified.

This bill, for calendar yearsbegirninrg+r-2016; 2016 through 2021,
inclusive, would increase the aggregate housing credit dollar amount
that may be alocated among low-income housing projects by
$300,0006;000; $100,000,000, as specified. Thebill, under theinsurance
taxation law, the Personal Income Tax Law, and the Corporation Tax
Law, would modlfy the definition of applicable percentage relating to
quallfled Iow income bUI|dI ngs that meet speC|f|ed crlterla—‘Fhe—bH+

This bill would incorporate additional changes to Sections 12206,
17058, and 23610.5 of the Revenue and Taxation Code proposed by
SB 377 that would become operative if this bill and SB 377 are
chaptered and this hill is chaptered last.

This bill would take effect immediately as atax levy.

The people of the Sate of California do enact as follows:

1 SECTION 1. Section 12206 of the Revenue and Taxation Code

3 12206. (a) (1) There shall be allowed as a credit against the
4 *“tax,” asdescribed by Section 12201, a state |ow-income housing
5 tax credit in an amount equal to the amount determined in
6 subdivision (c), computed in accordance with Section 42 of the
7 Internal Revenue Code except as otherwise provided in this section.
8  (2) “Taxpayer,” for purposes of this section, means the sole
9 ownerinthecaseof a“C” corporation, the partnersin the case of
10 apartnership, membersin the case of alimited liability company,
11 and the shareholdersin the case of an “S’ corporation.
12 (3) “Housing sponsor,” for purposes of this section, means the
13 soleowner inthe case of a“C” corporation, the partnership in the
14 case of a partnership, the limited liability company in the case of
15 alimited liability company, and the“S’ corporation in the case of
16 an*“S’ corporation.
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(4) “Extremely low-income” hasthe same meaning asin Section
50053 of the Health and Safety Code.

(5) “Very low-income” has the same meaning as in Section
50053 of the Health and Safety Code.

(b) (1) The amount of the credit allocated to any housing
sponsor shall be authorized by the CaliforniaTax Credit Allocation
Committee, or any successor thereof, based on a project’s need
for the credit for economic feasibility in accordance with the
requirements of this section.

(A) Except for projects to provide farmworker housing, as
defined in subdivision (h) of Section 50199.7 of the Health and
Safety Code, that are allocated credits solely under the set-aside
described in subdivision (c) of Section 50199.20 of the Health and
Safety Code, the low-income housing project shall be located in
California and shall meet either of the following requirements:

(i) The project’s housing sponsor has been alocated by the
California Tax Credit Allocation Committee a credit for federal
income tax purposes under Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code.

(i) It qualifies for a credit under Section 42(h)(4)(B) of the
Internal Revenue Code.

(B) The California Tax Credit Allocation Committee shall not
require fees for the credit under this section in addition to those
feesrequired for applicationsfor the tax credit pursuant to Section
42 of the Internal Revenue Code. The committee may require a
feeif the application for the credit under this section is submitted
in a calendar year after the year the application is submitted for
the federal tax credit.

(C) (i) For aproject that receives a preliminary reservation of
the state low-income housing tax credit, alowed pursuant to
subdivision (a), on or after January 1, 2009, and before January 1,
2016, the credit shall be allocated to the partners of a partnership
owning the project in accordance with the partnership agreement,
regardless of how the federal low-income housing tax credit with
respect to the project is allocated to the partners, or whether the
alocation of the credit under the terms of the agreement has
substantial economic effect, within the meaning of Section 704(b)
of the Internal Revenue Code.

(if) Thissubparagraph shall not apply to a project that receives
apreliminary reservation of state |low-income housing tax credits
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under the set-aside described in subdivision (c) of Section 50199.20
of the Health and Safety Code unless the project also receives a
preliminary reservation of federal |ow-income housing tax credits.

(iii) Thissubparagraph shall cease to be operative with respect
to any project that receives a preliminary reservation of a credit
on or after January 1, 2016.

(2) (A) The CdiforniaTax Credit Allocation Committee shall
certify to the housing sponsor the amount of tax credit under this
section alocated to the housing sponsor for each credit period.

(B) In the case of a partnership or an “S’ corporation, the
housing sponsor shall provide a copy of the California Tax Credit
Allocation Committee certification to the taxpayer.

(C) The taxpayer shal attach a copy of the certification to any
return upon which atax credit is claimed under this section.

(D) Inthe case of afailure to attach a copy of the certification
for theyear to thereturn in which atax credit is claimed under this
section, no credit under this section shall be allowed for that year
until a copy of that certification is provided.

(E) All elections made by the taxpayer pursuant to Section 42
of the Internal Revenue Code shall apply to this section.

(F) (i) The Cdlifornia Tax Credit Allocation Committee may
allocate acredit under this section in exchangefor acredit allocated
pursuant to Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code in
amounts up to 30 percent of the eligible basis of a building if the
creditsalowed under Section 42 of the Internal Revenue Code are
reduced by an equivalent amount.

(if) Anequivalent amount shall be determined by the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee based upon the relative amount
required to produce an equivalent state tax credit to the taxpayer.

(c) Section42(b) of theInternal Revenue Code shall be modified
asfollows:

(1) In the case of any qualified low-income building that is a
new building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code and the regul ations promul gated thereunder, and not federally
subsidized, the term “ applicabl e percentage” meansthe following:

(A) For each of thefirst three years, the percentage prescribed
by the Secretary of the Treasury for new buildings that are not
federally subsidized for the taxable year, determined in accordance
with the requirements of Section 42(b)(1) of the Internal Revenue
Code.
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(B) For the fourth year, the difference between 30 percent and
the sum of the applicable percentages for the first three years.

(2) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that (i) is
anew building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code and the regulations promul gated thereunder, (ii) not located
in designated difficult development areas (DDAS) or qualified
census tracts (QCTSs), as defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the
Internal Revenue Code, and (iii) is federally subsidized, the term
“applicable percentage” meansfor thefirst threeyears, 15 percent
of the qualified basis of the building, and for the fourth year, 5
percent of the qualified basis of the building.

(3) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that is (i)
an existing building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal
Revenue Code and the regulations promulgated thereunder, (ii)
not located in designated difficult development areas (DDAS) or
qualified census tracts (QCTSs), as defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B)
of the Internal Revenue Code, and (iii) isfederally subsidized, the
term applicable percentage means the following:

(A) For each of the first three years, the percentage prescribed
by the Secretary of the Treasury for new buildingsthat arefederally
subsidized for the taxable year.

(B) For the fourth year, the difference between 13 percent and
the sum of the applicable percentages for the first three years.

(4) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that is (i)
anew or an existing building, (ii) located in designated difficult
development areas (DDAS) or qualified census tracts (QCTs) as
defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code, and
(iii) federally subsidized, the California Tax Credit Allocation
Committee shall reduce the amount of California credit to be
allocated under paragraph (2) and (3) by taking into account the
increased federal credit received due to the basis boost provided
under Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code.

(5) Inthecase of any qualified low-income building that meets
all of the requirements of subparagraphs (A) through (D), inclusive,
the term “applicable percentage” means 30 percent for each of the
first three years and 5 percent for the fourth year. A qualified
low-income building receiving an allocation under this paragraph
isineligible to also receive an allocation under paragraph (3).

(A) The qualified low-income building is at least 15 years old.
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(B) The qualified low-income building is serving households
of very low-income or extremely low-income such that the average
maximum household income as restricted, pursuant to an existing
regulatory agreement with a federal, state, county, local, or other
governmental agency, is not more than 45 percent of the area
median gross income, as determined under Section 42 of the
Internal Revenue Code, adjusted by household size, and atax credit
regulatory agreement is entered into for a period of not less than
55 years restricting the average targeted household income to no
more than 45 percent of the area median income.

(C) Thequalified low-income building would have insufficient
credits under paragraphs (2) and (3) to complete substantial
rehabilitation due to alow appraised value.

(D) The qualified low-income building will complete the
substantial rehabilitation in connection with the credit allocation
herein.

(d) Theterm*“qualified low-income housing project” asdefined
in Section 42(c)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code is modified by
adding the following requirements:

(1) Thetaxpayer shall be entitled to receive a cash distribution
from the operations of the project, after funding required reserves,
that, at the election of the taxpayer, is equal to:

(A) Anamount not to exceed 8 percent of the lesser of:

(i) Theowner equity that shall include the amount of the capital
contributions actually paid to the housing sponsor and shall not
include any amounts until they are paid on an investor note.

(if) Twenty percent of the adjusted basis of the building as of
the close of the first taxable year of the credit period.

(B) Theamount of the cashflow from those unitsin the building
that are not low-income units. For purposes of computing cashflow
under this subparagraph, operating costs shall be allocated to the
low-income units using the “floor space fraction,” as defined in
Section 42 of the Internal Revenue Code.

(C) Any amount allowed to be distributed under subparagraph
(A) that is not available for distribution during the first five years
of the compliance period may be accumulated and distributed any
time during the first 15 years of the compliance period but not
thereafter.
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(2) Thelimitation on return shall apply in the aggregate to the
partnersif the housing sponsor isapartnership and in the aggregate
to the shareholders if the housing sponsor isan “S” corporation.

(3) The housing sponsor shall apply any cash available for
distribution in excess of the amount eligible to be distributed under
paragraph (1) to reduce the rent on rent-restricted units or to
increase the number of rent-restricted units subject to the tests of
Section 42(g)(1) of the Internal Revenue Code.

(e) Theprovisionsof Section 42(f) of the Internal Revenue Code
shall be modified asfollows:

(1) The term “credit period” as defined in Section 42(f)(1) of
the Internal Revenue Codeis modified by substituting “four taxable
years’ for “10 taxable years”

(2) Thespecid rulefor thefirst taxableyear of the credit period
under Section 42(f)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code shall not apply
to the tax credit under this section.

(3) Section 42(f)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code is modified
to read:

If, as of the close of any taxable year in the compliance period,
after the first year of the credit period, the qualified basis of any
building exceedsthe qualified basis of that building as of the close
of the first year of the credit period, the housing sponsor, to the
extent of its tax credit allocation, shall be eligible for a credit on
the excess in an amount equal to the applicable percentage
determined pursuant to subdivision (c) for the four-year period
beginning with the taxable year in which the increase in qualified
basis occurs.

(f) The provisions of Section 42(h) of the Internal Revenue
Code shall be modified as follows:

(1) Section 42(h)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code shall not be
applicable and instead the following provisions shall be applicable:

The total amount for the four-year credit period of the housing
credit dollars allocated in a caendar year to any building shall
reduce the aggregate housing credit dollar amount of the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee for the calendar year in which
the allocation is made.

(2) Paragraphs (3), (4), (5), (6)(E)(I)(I1), (6)(F), (6)(G), (6)(D),
(7), and (8) of Section 42(h) of the Internal Revenue Code shall
not be applicable.
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(9) The aggregate housing credit dollar amount that may be
allocated annualy by the California Tax Credit Allocation
Committee pursuant to this section, Section 17058, and Section
23610.5 shall be an amount equal to the sum of all the following:

(1) (A) Seventy million dollars ($70,000,000) for the 2001
calendar year, and, for the 2002 calendar year and each calendar
year thereafter, seventy million dollars ($70,000,000) increased
by the percentage, if any, by which the Consumer Price Index for
the preceding calendar year exceedsthe Consumer Price Index for
the 2001 calendar year. For the purposes of this paragraph, the
term “ Consumer Pricelndex” meansthelast Consumer Price lndex
for All Urban Consumers published by the federal Department of
Labor.

(B) An-For calendar years 2016 through 2021, inclusive, an
additional—three one hundred million dollars—{$30606,000,000)
($1OO 000 OOO) for the 2016 calendar year, and for the-2017

mH-I+e&del+ars€$39999%99) 2017 through 2021 cal endar years
one hundred million dollars ($100,000,000) increased by the

percentage, if any, by which the Consumer Price Index for the
preceding calendar year exceeds the Consumer Price Index for the
2016 calendar year. For the purposes of this paragraph, the term
“Consumer Price Index” meansthe last Consumer Price Index for
All Urban Consumers published by the federa Department of
Labor. A housing sponsor receiving an allocation under paragraph
(2) of subdivision (c) shall not be éligiblefor receipt of the housing
credit allocated from the increased amount under this subparagraph.
A housing sponsor receiving an allocation under paragraph (1) of
subdivision (c) shall remain eligible for receipt of the housing
credit allocated from the credit ceiling amount under subparagraph
(A).

(2) Theunused housing credit ceiling, if any, for the preceding
calendar years.

(3) Theamount of housing credit ceiling returned in the calendar
year. For purposes of this paragraph, the amount of housing credit
dollar amount returned in the calendar year equals the housing
credit dollar amount previously allocated to any project that does
not become a qualified low-income housing project within the
period required by this section or to any project with respect to
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which an allocation is cancel ed by mutual consent of the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee and the all ocation recipient.

(4) Fivehundred thousand dollars ($500,000) per calendar year
for projects to provide farmworker housing, as defined in
subdivision (h) of Section 50199.7 of the Health and Safety Code.

(5 The amount of any unallocated or returned credits under
former Sections 17053.14, 23608.2, and 23608.3, as those sections
read prior to January 1, 2009, until fully exhausted for projectsto
provide farmworker housing, as defined in subdivision (h) of
Section 50199.7 of the Health and Safety Code.

(h) Theterm*“compliance period” asdefined in Section 42(i)(1)
of the Internal Revenue Code is modified to mean, with respect to
any building, the period of 30 consecutive taxable years beginning
with thefirst taxable year of the credit period with respect thereto.

(i) (1) Section 42(j) of the Internal Revenue Code shall not be
applicable and the provisionsin paragraph (2) shall be substituted
inits place.

(2) The requirements of this section shall be set forth in a
regulatory agreement between the CaliforniaTax Credit Allocation
Committee and the housing sponsor, and the regul atory agreement
shall be subordinated, when required, to any lien or encumbrance
of any banks or other institutional lenders to the project. The
regulatory agreement entered into pursuant to subdivision (f) of
Section 50199.14 of the Health and Safety Code, shall apply,
provided that the agreement includes all of the following
provisions:

(A) A term not less than the compliance period.

(B) A requirement that the agreement be recorded in the official
records of the county in which the qualified low-income housing
project islocated.

(C) A provision stating which state and local agencies can
enforce the regulatory agreement in the event the housing sponsor
failsto satisfy any of the requirements of this section.

(D) A provision that the regulatory agreement shall be deemed
acontract enforceabl e by tenants asthird-party beneficiariesthereto
and that allowsindividuals, whether prospective, present, or former
occupants of the building, who meet the income limitation
applicable to the building, the right to enforce the regulatory
agreement in any state court.
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(E) A provision incorporating the requirements of Section 42
of the Internal Revenue Code as modified by this section.

(F) A requirement that the housing sponsor notify the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee or its designee and the local
agency that can enforce the regulatory agreement if there is a
determination by the Internal Revenue Service that the project is
not in compliance with Section 42(g) of the Internal Revenue Code.

(G) A requirement that the housing sponsor, as security for the
performance of the housing sponsor’'s obligations under the
regulatory agreement, assign the housing sponsor’sinterest in rents
that it receives from the project, provided that until there is a
default under the regulatory agreement, the housing sponsor is
entitled to collect and retain the rents.

(H) The remedies available in the event of a default under the
regulatory agreement that is not cured within a reasonable cure
period, include, but are not limited to, allowing any of the parties
designated to enforce the regulatory agreement to collect all rents
with respect to the project; taking possession of the project and
operating the project in accordance with the regulatory agreement
until the enforcer determines the housing sponsor isin a position
to operate the project in accordance with the regul atory agreement;
applying to any court for specific performance; securing the
appointment of areceiver to operate the project; or any other relief
as may be appropriate.

() (1) The committee shall allocate the housing credit on a
regular basis consisting of two or more periods in each calendar
year during which applications may be filed and considered. The
committee shall establish application filing deadlines, the maximum
percentage of federal and state low-income housing tax credit
ceiling that may be allocated by the committee in that period, and
the approximate date on which alocations shall be made. If the
enactment of federal or state law, the adoption of rules or
regulations, or other similar events prevent the use of two allocation
periods, the committee may reduce the number of periods and
adjust thefiling deadlines, maximum percentage of credit allocated,
and allocation dates.

(2) The committee shall adopt a qualified allocation plan, as
provided in Section 42(m)(1) of the Internal Revenue Code. In
adopting this plan, the committee shall comply with the provisions
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of Sections42(m)(1)(B) and 42(m)(1)(C) of the Internal Revenue
Code, respectively.

(3) Notwithstanding Section 42(m) of the Internal Revenue
Codethe CaliforniaTax Credit Allocation Committee shall alocate
housing credits in accordance with the qualified allocation plan
and regulations, which shall include the following provisions:

(A) All housing sponsors, as defined by paragraph (3) of
subdivision (&), shall demonstrate at the time the application is
filed with the committee that the project meets the following
threshold requirements:

(i) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate there is a need and
demand for low-income housing in the community or region for
which it is proposed.

(i) The project's proposed financing, including tax credit
proceeds, shall be sufficient to complete the project and that the
proposed operating income shall be adequate to operate the project
for the extended use period.

(iii) Theproject shall have enforceable financing commitments,
either construction or permanent financing, for at least 50 percent
of the total estimated financing of the project.

(iv) Thehousing sponsor shall have and maintain control of the
site for the project.

(v) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate that the project
complieswith all applicablelocal land use and zoning ordinances.

(vi) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate that the project
development team has the experience and the financial capacity
to ensure project completion and operation for the extended use
period.

(vii) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate the amount of tax
credit that is necessary for the financia feasibility of the project
and its viability as a qualified low-income housing project
throughout the extended use period, taking into account operating
expenses, a supportable debt service, reserves, funds set aside for
rental subsidies, and required equity, and a development fee that
does not exceed a specified percentage of the eligible basis of the
project prior to inclusion of the development fee in the eligible
basis, as determined by the committee.

(B) The committee shall give a preference to those projects
satisfying all of the threshold requirements of subparagraph (A)
if both of the following apply:
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(i) The project serves the lowest income tenants at rents
affordable to those tenants.

(if) The project is obligated to serve qualified tenants for the
longest period.

(C) Inaddition to the provisions of subparagraphs (A) and (B),
the committee shall usethefollowing criteriain alocating housing
credits:

(i) Projectsservinglargefamiliesinwhich asubstantial number,
asdefined by the committee, of all residential unitsare low-income
units with three or more bedrooms.

(if) Projects providing single-room occupancy units serving
very low income tenants.

(ii1) (1) Existing projectsthat are “at risk of conversion.”

(I For purposes of thissection, theterm “at risk of conversion,”
with respect to an existing property means a property that satisfies
all of thefollowing criteria:

(ia) The property isamultifamily rental housing devel opment
in which at least 50 percent of the units receive governmental
assistance pursuant to any of the following:

(la) New construction, substantial rehabilitation, moderate
rehabilitation, property disposition, and loan management set-aside
programs, or any other program providing project-based assistance
pursuant to Section 8 of the United States Housing Act of 1937,
Section 1437f of Title 42 of the United States Code, as amended.

(Ib) The Below-Market-Interest-Rate Program pursuant to
Section 221(d)(3) of the National Housing Act, Sections
1715I(d)(3) and (5) of Title 12 of the United States Code.

(Ic) Section 236 of the National Housing Act, Section 1715z-1
of Title 12 of the United States Code.

(Id) Programsfor rent supplement assi stance pursuant to Section
18 101 of the Housing and Urban Development Act of 1965,
Section 1701s of Title 12 of the United States Code, as amended.

(le) Programs pursuant to Section 515 of the Housing Act of
1949, Section 1485 of Title 42 of the United States Code, as
amended.

(If) Thelow-income housing credit program set forthin Section
42 of the Internal Revenue Code.

(ib) The restrictions on rent and income levels will terminate
or the federa insured mortgage on the property is eligible for
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prepayment any time within five years before or after the date of
application to the California Tax Credit Allocation Committee.

(ic) The entity acquiring the property enters into a regulatory
agreement that requires the property to be operated in accordance
with the requirements of this section for a period equal to the
greater of 55 years or the life of the property.

(id) The property satisfies the requirements of Section 42(e) of
the Internal Revenue Code, regarding rehabilitation expenditures
except that the provisions of Section 42(e)(3)(A)(ii)(I) shal not
apply.

(iv) Projectsfor which apublic agency providesdirect or indirect
long-term financial support for at least 15 percent of the total
project development costs or projectsfor which the owner’sequity
constitutes at least 30 percent of the total project development
costs.

(v) Projectsthat provide tenant amenitiesnot generally available
to residents of low-income housing projects.

(4) For purposes of allocating credits pursuant to this section,
the committee shall not give preference to any project by virtue
of the date of submission of its application except to break atie
when two or more of the projects have an equal rating.

(k) Section42(l) of the Internal Revenue Code shall be modified
asfollows:

The term “secretary” shall be replaced by the term “California
Franchise Tax Board.”

(1) In the case where the credit allowed under this section
exceeds the “tax,” the excess may be carried over to reduce the
“tax” in the following year, and succeeding years if necessary,
until the credit has been exhausted.

(m) Theprovisionsof Section 11407(a) of Public Law 101-508,
relating to the effective date of the extension of the low-income
housing credit, shall apply to calendar years after 1993.

(n) Theprovisionsof Section 11407(c) of Public Law 101-508,
relating to election to accelerate credit, shall not apply.

(o) Thissection shall remainin effect for aslong as Section 42
of the Interna Revenue Code, relating to low-income housing
credit, remainsin effect.

(A) Except for projects to provide farmworker housing, as
defined in subdivision (h) of Section 50199.7 of the Health and
Safety Code, that are allocated credits solely under the set-aside
described in subdivision (c) of Section 50199.20 of the Health and
Safety Code, the low-income housing project shall be located in
Cdlifornia and shall meet either of the following requirements:

(1) The project’s housing sponsor has been alocated by the
California Tax Credit Allocation Committee a credit for federal
income tax purposes under Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code, relating to low-income housing credit.

(i) It qualifies for a credit under Section 42(h)(4)(B) of the
Internal Revenue Code, relating to special rule where 50 percent
or more of building is financed with tax-exempt bonds subject to
volume cap.

(B) The Cdlifornia Tax Credit Allocation Committee shall not
require fees for the credit under this section in addition to those
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feesrequired for applicationsfor thetax credit pursuant to Section
42 of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to low-income housing
credit. The committee may require afeeif the application for the
credit under this section is submitted in a calendar year after the
year the application is submitted for the federal tax credit.

(C) (i) For aproject that receives a preliminary reservation of
the state low-income housing tax credit, allowed pursuant to
subdivision (@), on or after January 1, 2009, the credit shall be
allocated to the partners of a partnership owning the project in
accordance with the partnership agreement, regardless of how the
federal low-income housing tax credit with respect to the project
is allocated to the partners, or whether the alocation of the credit
under the terms of the agreement has substantial economic effect,
within the meaning of Section 704(b) of the Internal Revenue
Code, relating to determination of distributive share.

(if) Thissubparagraph shall not apply to a project that receives
apreliminary reservation of state low-income housing tax credits
under the set-aside described in subdivision (c) of Section 50199.20
of the Health and Safety Code unless the project also receives a
preliminary reservation of federal |ow-income housing tax credits.

(2) (A) The CdiforniaTax Credit Allocation Committee shall
certify to the housing sponsor the amount of tax credit under this
section alocated to the housing sponsor for each credit period.

(B) In the case of a partnership or an “S’ corporation, the
housing sponsor shall provide a copy of the California Tax Credit
Allocation Committee certification to the taxpayer.

(C) Thetaxpayer shall attach a copy of the certification to any
return upon which atax credit is claimed under this section.

(D) Inthe case of afailure to attach a copy of the certification
for theyear to thereturn in which atax credit is claimed under this
section, no credit under this section shall be allowed for that year
until a copy of that certification is provided.

(E) All elections made by the taxpayer pursuant to Section 42
of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to low-income housing
credit, shall apply to this section.

(F) (i) The Cdifornia Tax Credit Allocation Committee may
allocate acredit under this section in exchangefor acredit alocated
pursuant to Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code,
relating to increase in credit for buildings in high-cost areas, in
amounts up to 30 percent of the eligible basis of a building if the
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credits allowed under Section 42 of the Internal Revenue Code,
relating to low-income housing credit, are reduced by an equivalent
amount.

(i) Anequivaent amount shall be determined by the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee based upon the relative amount
required to produce an equivalent state tax credit to the taxpayer.

(c) Section 42(b) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
applicable percentage, shall be modified as follows:

(1) In the case of any qualified low-income building that is a
new building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code and the regul ations promul gated thereunder, and not federally
subsidized, the term * applicable percentage” meansthefollowing:

(A) For each of the first three years, the percentage prescribed
by the Secretary of the Treasury for new buildings that are not
federally subsidized for the taxable year, determined in accordance
with the requirements of Section 42(b)(1) of the Internal Revenue
Code.

(B) For the fourth year, the difference between 30 percent and
the sum of the applicable percentages for the first three years.

(2) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that (i) is
anew building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code and the regulations promul gated thereunder, (ii) not located
in designated difficult development areas (DDAS) or qualified
census tracts (QCTSs), as defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the
Internal Revenue Code, and (iii) is federally subsidized, the term
“applicable percentage” meansfor thefirst threeyears, 15 percent
of the qualified basis of the building, and for the fourth year, 5
percent of the qualified basis of the building.

(3) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that is (i)
an existing building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal
Revenue Code and the regulations promulgated thereunder, (ii)
not located in designated difficult development areas (DDAS) or
qualified census tracts (QCTSs), as defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B)
of the Internal Revenue Code, and (iii) isfederally subsidized, the
term applicable percentage means the following:

(A) For each of thefirst three years, the percentage prescribed
by the Secretary of the Treasury for new buildingsthat arefederally
subsidized for the taxable year.

(B) For the fourth year, the difference between 13 percent and
the sum of the applicable percentages for the first three years.
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(4) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that is (i)
anew or an existing building, (ii) located in designated difficult
development areas (DDAS) or qualified census tracts (QCTS) as
defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code, and
(iii) federally subsidized, the California Tax Credit Allocation
Committee shall reduce the amount of California credit to be
allocated under paragraph (2) and (3) by taking into account the
increased federal credit received due to the basis boost provided
under Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code.

(5) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that meets
all of the requirements of subparagraphs (A) through (D), inclusive,
the term “ applicabl e percentage” means 30 percent for each of the
first three years and 5 percent for the fourth year. A qualified
low-income building receiving an allocation under this paragraph
isineligible to also receive an allocation under paragraph (3).

(A) Thequalified low-income building is at least 15 years old.

(B) The qualified low-income building is serving households
of very low-income or extremely low-income such that the average
maximum household income as restricted, pursuant to an existing
regulatory agreement with afederal, state, county, local, or other
governmental agency, is not more than 45 percent of the area
median gross income, as determined under Section 42 of the
Internal Revenue Code, adjusted by household size, and atax credit
regulatory agreement is entered into for a period of not less than
55 years restricting the average targeted household income to no
more than 45 percent of the area median income.

(C) Thequalified low-income building would have insufficient
credits under paragraphs (2) and (3) to complete substantial
rehabilitation due to alow appraised value.

(D) The qudlified low-income building will complete the
substantial rehabilitation in connection with the credit allocation
herein.

(d) Theterm*qualified low-income housing project” asdefined
in Section 42(c)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
qualified low-income building, ismodified by adding thefollowing
requirements:

(1) Thetaxpayer shall be entitled to receive a cash distribution
from the operations of the project, after funding required reserves,
that, at the election of the taxpayer, is equa to:

(A) Anamount not to exceed 8 percent of the lesser of:
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(1) The owner equity, which shall include the amount of the
capital contributions actually paid to the housing sponsor and shall
not include any amounts until they are paid on an investor note.

(B) Theamount of the cashflow from those unitsin the building
that are not low-income units. For purposes of computing cashflow
under this subparagraph, operating costs shall be allocated to the
low-income units using the “floor space fraction,” as defined in
Section 42 of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to low-income
housing credit.

(C) Any amount allowed to be distributed under subparagraph
(A) that is not available for distribution during the first five years
of the compliance period may be accumulated and distributed any
time during the first 15 years of the compliance period but not
thereafter.

(2) Thelimitation on return shall apply in the aggregate to the
partnersif the housing sponsor isapartnership and in the aggregate
to the shareholdersif the housing sponsor isan “S’ corporation.

(3) The housing sponsor shall apply any cash available for
distribution in excess of the amount eligibleto be distributed under
paragraph (1) to reduce the rent on rent-restricted units or to
increase the number of rent-restricted units subject to the tests of
Section 42(g)(1) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to in
general.

(e) The provisions of Section 42(f) of the Internal Revenue
Code, relating to definition and special rules relating to credit
period, shall be modified as follows:

(1) The term “credit period” as defined in Section 42(f)(1) of
the Internal Revenue Code, relating to credit period defined, is
modified by substituting “four taxable years’ for “10 taxable
years.”

(2) Thespecid rulefor thefirst taxableyear of the credit period
under Section 42(f)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
special rulefor first year of credit period, shall not apply to the tax
credit under this section.

(3) Section 42(f)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
determination of applicable percentage with respect to increases
in qualified basis after first year of credit period, is modified to
read:

If, as of the close of any taxable year in the compliance period,
after the first year of the credit period, the qualified basis of any
building exceedsthe qualified basis of that building as of the close

For the purposes of this paragraph, the term
“Consumer Price Index” meansthe last Consumer Price Index for
All Urban Consumers published by the federa Department of
Labor. A housing sponsor receiving an allocation under paragraph
(2) of subdivision (c) shall not be dligiblefor receipt of the housing
credit alocated from theincreased amount under this subparagraph.
A housing sponsor receiving an allocation under paragraph (1) of
subdivision (c) shall remain eligible for receipt of the housing
credit allocated from the credit ceiling amount under subparagraph

(h) Theterm*“compliance period” asdefined in Section 42(i)(1)
of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to compliance period, is
modified to mean, with respect to any building, the period of 30
consecutive taxable years beginning with the first taxable year of
the credit period with respect thereto.

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(H) A provision that the remedies available in the event of a
default under the regulatory agreement that is not cured within a

regulatory agreement until the enforcer determines the housing

(v) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate that the project
complieswith all applicablelocal land use and zoning ordinances.

(vi) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate that the project
development team has the experience and the financial capacity
to ensure project completion and operation for the extended use
period.

(vii) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate the amount of tax
credit that is necessary for the financial feasibility of the project
and its viability as a qualified low-income housing project
throughout the extended use period, taking into account operating
expenses, a supportable debt service, reserves, funds set aside for
rental subsidies and required equity, and a development fee that
does not exceed a specified percentage of the eligible basis of the
project prior to inclusion of the development fee in the eligible
basis, as determined by the committee.

(B) The committee shall give a preference to those projects
satisfying all of the threshold requirements of subparagraph (A)
if both of the following apply:

(i) The project serves the lowest income tenants at rents
affordable to those tenants.

(if) The project is obligated to serve qualified tenants for the
longest period.

(C) Inaddition to the provisions of subparagraphs (A) and (B),
the committee shall usethefollowing criteriain alocating housing
credits:

(i) Projectsservinglargefamiliesinwhich asubstantial number,
asdefined by the committee, of all residential unitsare low-income
units with three or more bedrooms.
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(if) Projects providing single-room occupancy units serving
very low income tenants.

(iii)(1) Existing projects that are “at risk of conversion.”

(I For purposes of thissection, theterm “at risk of conversion,”
with respect to an existing property means a property that satisfies
al of the following criteria:

(ia) The property isamultifamily rental housing devel opment
in which at least 50 percent of the units receive governmental
assistance pursuant to any of the following:

(Ia) New construction, substantial rehabilitation, moderate
rehabilitation, property disposition, and loan management set-aside
programs, or any other program providing proj ect-based assistance
pursuant to Section 8 of the United States Housing Act of 1937,
Section 1437f of Title 42 of the United States Code, as amended.

(Ib) The Below-Market-Interest-Rate Program pursuant to
Section 221(d)(3) of the National Housing Act, Sections
17151(d)(3) and (5) of Title 12 of the United States Code.

(Ic) Section 236 of the National Housing Act, Section 1715z-1
of Title 12 of the United States Code.

(Id) Programsfor rent supplement assi stance pursuant to Section
18 101 of the Housing and Urban Development Act of 1965,
Section 1701s of Title 12 of the United States Code, as amended.

(le) Programs pursuant to Section 515 of the Housing Act of
1949, Section 1485 of Title 42 of the United States Code, as
amended.

(If) Thelow-income housing credit program set forth in Section
42 of the Internal Revenue Code.

(ib) The restrictions on rent and income levels will terminate
or the federa insured mortgage on the property is eligible for
prepayment any time within five years before or after the date of
application to the California Tax Credit Allocation Committee.

(ic) The entity acquiring the property enters into a regulatory
agreement that requires the property to be operated in accordance
with the requirements of this section for a period equal to the
greater of 55 years or the life of the property.

(id) The property satisfies the requirements of Section 42(e) of
the Internal Revenue Code, regarding rehabilitation expenditures

(K) Section 42(l) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
certifications and other reports to the secretary, shall be modified
asfollows:

The term " secretary” shall be replaced by the term “Franchise
Tax Board.”

() In the case where the credit allowed under this section
exceeds the “tax,” the excess may be carried over to reduce the
“tax” in the following year, and succeeding years if necessary,
until the credit has been exhausted.

(m) Theprovisionsof Section 11407(a) of Public Law 101-508,
relating to the effective date of the extension of the low-income
housing credit, shall apply to calendar years after 1993.

(n) Theprovisionsof Section 11407(c) of Public Law 101-508,
relating to election to accelerate credit, shall not apply.

(0) (1) For a project that receives a preliminary reservation
under this section beginning on or after January 1, 2016, ataxpayer
may make an irrevocable electionin itsapplication to the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee to sell all or any portion of any
credit allowed under this section to one or more unrelated parties
for each taxable year in which the credit is allowed subject to both
of the following conditions:

(A) The credit issold for consideration that is not less than 80
percent of the amount of the credit.

(B) The unrelated party or parties purchasing any or all of the
credit pursuant to this subdivision is ataxpayer allowed the credit
under this section for the taxable year of the purchase or any prior

(iv) Thehousing sponsor shall have and maintain control of the
site for the project.

(v) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate that the project
complieswith all applicablelocal land use and zoning ordinances.

(vi) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate that the project
development team has the experience and the financial capacity
to ensure project completion and operation for the extended use
period.

(vii) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate the amount of tax
credit that is necessary for the financial feasibility of the project
and its viability as a qualified low-income housing project
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throughout the extended use period, taking into account operating
expenses, a supportable debt service, reserves, funds set aside for
rental subsidies and required equity, and a development fee that
does not exceed a specified percentage of the eligible basis of the
project prior to inclusion of the development fee in the eligible
basis, as determined by the committee.

(B) The committee shall give a preference to those projects
satisfying all of the threshold requirements of subparagraph (A)
if both of the following apply:

(i) The project serves the lowest income tenants at rents
affordable to those tenants.

(if) The project is obligated to serve qualified tenants for the
longest period.

(C) Inaddition to the provisions of subparagraphs (A) and (B),
the committee shall usethefollowing criteriain allocating housing
credits:

() Projectsserving large familiesin which asubstantial number,
as defined by the committee, of al residential unitsarelow-income
units with three or more bedrooms.

(if) Projects providing single-room occupancy units serving
very low income tenants.

(iii) (1) Existing projectsthat are “at risk of conversion.”

(I For purposes of thissection, theterm “at risk of conversion,”
with respect to an existing property means aproperty that satisfies
al of the following criteria:

(ia) The property isamultifamily rental housing development
in which at least 50 percent of the units receive governmental
assistance pursuant to any of the following:

(Ia) New construction, substantial rehabilitation, moderate
rehabilitation, property disposition, and |oan management set-aside
programs, or any other program providing project-based assistance
pursuant to Section 8 of the United States Housing Act of 1937,
Section 1437f of Title 42 of the United States Code, as amended.

(Ib) The Below-Market-Interest-Rate Program pursuant to
Section 221(d)(3) of the National Housing Act, Sections
1715I(d)(3) and (5) of Title 12 of the United States Code.

(Ic) Section 236 of the National Housing Act, Section 1715z-1
of Title 12 of the United States Code.
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(Id) Programsfor rent supplement assistance pursuant to Section
18 101 of the Housing and Urban Development Act of 1965,
Section 1701s of Title 12 of the United States Code, as amended.

(le) Programs pursuant to Section 515 of the Housing Act of
1949, Section 1485 of Title 42 of the United States Code, as
amended.

(If) Thelow-income housing credit program set forth in Section
42 of the Internal Revenue Code.

(ib) The restrictions on rent and income levels will terminate
or the federa insured mortgage on the property is eligible for
prepayment any time within five years before or after the date of
application to the California Tax Credit Allocation Committee.

(ic) The entity acquiring the property enters into a regulatory
agreement that requires the property to be operated in accordance
with the requirements of this section for a period equal to the
greater of 55 years or the life of the property.

(id) The property satisfies the requirements of Section 42(e) of
the Internal Revenue Code, regarding rehabilitation expenditures
except that the provisions of Section 42(e)(3)(A)(ii)(I) shall not
apply.

(4) “Extremely low-income” hasthe samemeaning asin Section
50053 of the Health and Safety Code.

(5 “Very low-income” has the same meaning as in Section
50053 of the Health and Safety Code.

(b) (1) The amount of the credit allocated to any housing
sponsor shall be authorized by the CaliforniaTax Credit Allocation
Committee, or any successor thereof, based on a project’s need
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for the credit for economic feasibility in accordance with the
requirements of this section.

(A) The low-income housing project shall be located in
California and shall meet either of the following requirements:

(i) Except for projectsto provide farmworker housing, as defined
in subdivision (h) of Section 50199.7 of the Health and Safety
Code, that are allocated credits solely under the set-aside described
in subdivision (c) of Section 50199.20 of the Health and Safety
Code, the project’s housing sponsor has been allocated by the
California Tax Credit Allocation Committee a credit for federal
income tax purposes under Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code.

(i) It qualifies for a credit under Section 42(h)(4)(B) of the
Internal Revenue Code.

(B) The Cdlifornia Tax Credit Allocation Committee shall not
require fees for the credit under this section in addition to those
feesrequired for applicationsfor the tax credit pursuant to Section
42 of the Interna Revenue Code. The committee may require a
feeif the application for the credit under this section is submitted
in a calendar year after the year the application is submitted for
the federal tax credit.

(C) (i) For aproject that receives a preliminary reservation of
the state low-income housing tax credit, allowed pursuant to
subdivision (a), on or after January 1, 2009, and before January 1,
2016, the credit shall be allocated to the partners of a partnership
owning the project in accordance with the partnership agreement,
regardless of how the federal low-income housing tax credit with
respect to the project is alocated to the partners, or whether the
allocation of the credit under the terms of the agreement has
substantial economic effect, within the meaning of Section 704(b)
of the Internal Revenue Code.

(if) To the extent the allocation of the credit to a partner under
this section lacks substantial economic effect, any loss or deduction
otherwise allowable under this part that is attributable to the sale
or other disposition of that partner’s partnership interest made prior
to the expiration of the federal credit shall not be allowed in the
taxable year inwhich the sale or other disposition occurs, but shall
instead be deferred until and treated as if it occurred in the first
taxable year immediately following the taxable year in which the
federal credit period expiresfor the project described in clause (i).
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(iif) Thissubparagraph shall not apply to aproject that receives
apreliminary reservation of state low-income housing tax credits
under the set-aside described in subdivision (c) of Section 50199.20
of the Health and Safety Code unless the project also receives a
preliminary reservation of federal low-income housing tax credits.

(iv) This subparagraph shall cease to be operative with respect
to any project that receives a preliminary reservation of a credit
on or after January 1, 2016.

(2) (A) The CdiforniaTax Credit Allocation Committee shall
certify to the housing sponsor the amount of tax credit under this
section alocated to the housing sponsor for each credit period.

(B) In the case of a partnership, limited liability company, or
an “S’ corporation, the housing sponsor shall provide a copy of
the California Tax Credit Allocation Committee certification to
the taxpayer.

(C) The taxpayer shall, upon request, provide a copy of the
certification to the Franchise Tax Board.

(D) All elections made by the taxpayer pursuant to Section 42
of the Internal Revenue Code shall apply to this section.

(E) (1) The Cdifornia Tax Credit Allocation Committee may
allocate acredit under this section in exchangefor acredit allocated
pursuant to Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code in
amounts up to 30 percent of the eligible basis of a building if the
creditsallowed under Section 42 of the Internal Revenue Code are
reduced by an equivalent amount.

(if) Anequivalent amount shall be determined by the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee based upon the relative amount
required to produce an equivalent state tax credit to the taxpayer.

(2) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that (i) is
anew building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code and the regulations promul gated thereunder, (ii) not located
in designated difficult development areas (DDAS) or qualified
census tracts (QCTSs), as defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the
Internal Revenue Code, and (iii) is federally subsidized, the term
“applicable percentage” meansfor thefirst threeyears, 15 percent
of the qualified basis of the building, and for the fourth year, 5
percent of the qualified basis of the building.

(3) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that is (i)
an existing building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal
Revenue Code and the regulations promulgated thereunder, (ii)
not located in designated difficult development areas (DDAS) or
qualified census tracts (QCTSs), as defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B)
of the Internal Revenue Code, and (iii) isfederally subsidized, the
term applicable percentage means the following:

(A) For each of the first three years, the percentage prescribed
by the Secretary of the Treasury for new buildingsthat arefederally
subsidized for the taxable year.

(B) For the fourth year, the difference between 13 percent and
the sum of the applicable percentages for the first three years.

(4) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that is (i)
anew or an existing building, (ii) located in designated difficult
development areas (DDAS) or qualified census tracts (QCTs) as
defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code, and
(iii) federally subsidized, the California Tax Credit Allocation
Committee shall determine the amount of credit to be alocated
under subparagraph (E) of paragraph (2) of subdivision (b) required
to produce an equivalent state tax credit to the taxpayer, as
produced in paragraph (2), taking into account the basis boost
provided under Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code.

regulatory agreement is entered into for a period of not less than
55 years restricting the average targeted household income to no
more than 45 percent of the area median income.

one hundred million dollars ($100,000,000) increased by the

“Consumer Price Index” meansthe last Consumer Price Index for
All Urban Consumers published by the federa Department of
Labor. A housing sponsor receiving an allocation under paragraph
(2) of subdivision (c) shall not be éligiblefor receipt of the housing
credit allocated from the increased amount under this subparagraph.
A housing sponsor receiving an allocation under paragraph (1) of

(5 The amount of any unallocated or returned credits under
former Sections 17053.14, 23608.2, and 23608.3, as those sections
read prior to January 1, 2009, until fully exhausted for projectsto
provide farmworker housing, as defined in subdivision (h) of
Section 50199.7 of the Health and Safety Code.

(h) Theterm*“compliance period” asdefined in Section 42(i)(1)
of the Internal Revenue Code is modified to mean, with respect to
any building, the period of 30 consecutive taxable years beginning
with thefirst taxable year of the credit period with respect thereto.

(i) Section 42(j) of the Internal Revenue Code shall not be
applicable and the following shall be substituted in its place:

Therequirements of thissection shall be set forthin aregulatory
agreement between the CaliforniaTax Credit Allocation Committee
and the housing sponsor, and the regulatory agreement shall be
subordinated, when required, to any lien or encumbrance of any
banks or other institutional lenders to the project. The regulatory
agreement entered into pursuant to subdivision (f) of Section

(vi) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate that the project
development team has the experience and the financial capacity
to ensure project completion and operation for the extended use
period.

(vii) The housing sponsor shall demonstrate the amount of tax
credit that is necessary for the financial feasibility of the project
and its viability as a qualified low-income housing project
throughout the extended use period, taking into account operating
expenses, a supportable debt service, reserves, funds set aside for
rental subsidies and required equity, and a development fee that
does not exceed a specified percentage of the eligible basis of the
project prior to inclusion of the development fee in the eligible
basis, as determined by the committee.

(B) The committee shall give a preference to those projects
satisfying all of the threshold requirements of subparagraph (A)
if both of the following apply:

(i) The project serves the lowest income tenants at rents
affordable to those tenants.

(if) The project is obligated to serve qualified tenants for the
longest period.

(I For purposes of thissection, theterm “at risk of conversion,”
with respect to an existing property means a property that satisfies
al of the following criteria:

(ia) The property isamultifamily rental housing devel opment
in which at least 50 percent of the units receive governmental
assistance pursuant to any of the following:

(Ia) New construction, substantial rehabilitation, moderate
rehabilitation, property disposition, and loan management set-aside
programs, or any other program providing proj ect-based assistance
pursuant to Section 8 of the United States Housing Act of 1937,
Section 1437f of Title 42 of the United States Code, as amended.

(Ib) The Below-Market-Interest-Rate Program pursuant to
Section 221(d)(3) of the National Housing Act, Sections
17151(d)(3) and (5) of Title 12 of the United States Code.

(Ic) Section 236 of the National Housing Act, Section 1715z-1
of Title 12 of the United States Code.

(Id) Programsfor rent supplement assi stance pursuant to Section
18 101 of the Housing and Urban Development Act of 1965,
Section 1701s of Title 12 of the United States Code, as amended.

(le) Programs pursuant to Section 515 of the Housing Act of
1949, Section 1485 of Title 42 of the United States Code, as
amended.

(If) Thelow-income housing credit program set forth in Section
42 of the Internal Revenue Code.

(ib) The restrictions on rent and income levels will terminate
or the federa insured mortgage on the property is eligible for
prepayment any time within five years before or after the date of
application to the California Tax Credit Allocation Committee.

(ic) The entity acquiring the property enters into a regulatory
agreement that requires the property to be operated in accordance
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with the requirements of this section for a period equal to the
greater of 55 years or the life of the property.

(id) The property satisfies the requirements of Section 42(e) of
the Internal Revenue Code, regarding rehabilitation expenditures
except that the provisions of Section 42(e)(3)(A)(ii)(I) shall not
apply.

(iv) Projectsfor which apublic agency providesdirect or indirect
long-term financial support for at least 15 percent of the total
project development costs or projectsfor which the owner’sequity
constitutes at least 30 percent of the total project development
costs.

(i) Except for projectsto provide farmworker housing, as defined
in subdivision (h) of Section 50199.7 of the Health and Safety
Code, that are allocated credits solely under the set-aside described
in subdivision (c) of Section 50199.20 of the Health and Safety
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Code, the project’s housing sponsor has been allocated by the
California Tax Credit Allocation Committee a credit for federal
income tax purposes under Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code, relating to low-income housing credit.

(i) It qualifies for a credit under Section 42(h)(4)(B) of the
Internal Revenue Code, relating to special rule where 50 percent
or more of building is financed with tax-exempt bonds subject to
volume cap.

(B) The Cdlifornia Tax Credit Allocation Committee shall not
require fees for the credit under this section in addition to those
feesrequired for applicationsfor the tax credit pursuant to Section
42 of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to low-income housing
credit. The committee may require afeeif the application for the
credit under this section is submitted in a calendar year after the
year the application is submitted for the federal tax credit.

(C) (i) For aproject that receives a preliminary reservation of
the state low-income housing tax credit, allowed pursuant to
subdivision (a), on or after January 1, 2009, the credit shall be
allocated to the partners of a partnership owning the project in
accordance with the partnership agreement, regardless of how the
federal low-income housing tax credit with respect to the project
is allocated to the partners, or whether the allocation of the credit
under the terms of the agreement has substantial economic effect,
within the meaning of Section 704(b) of the Internal Revenue
Code, relating to determination of distributive share.

(if) To the extent the allocation of the credit to a partner under
this section lacks substantial economic effect, any loss or deduction
otherwise allowable under this part that is attributable to the sale
or other disposition of that partner’s partnership interest made prior
to the expiration of the federal credit shall not be allowed in the
taxable year inwhich the sale or other disposition occurs, but shall
instead be deferred until and treated as if it occurred in the first
taxable year immediately following the taxable year in which the
federal credit period expiresfor the project described in clause (i).

(iii) Thissubparagraph shall not apply to aproject that receives
apreliminary reservation of state low-income housing tax credits
under the set-aside described in subdivision (c) of Section 50199.20
of the Health and Safety Code unless the project also receives a
preliminary reservation of federal |ow-income housing tax credits.
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(2) (A) The CdiforniaTax Credit Allocation Committee shall
certify to the housing sponsor the amount of tax credit under this
section alocated to the housing sponsor for each credit period.

(B) In the case of a partnership, limited liability company, or
an “S’ corporation, the housing sponsor shall provide a copy of
the California Tax Credit Allocation Committee certification to
the taxpayer.

(C) The taxpayer shal, upon request, provide a copy of the
certification to the Franchise Tax Board.

(D) All elections made by the taxpayer pursuant to Section 42
of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to low-income housing
credit, shall apply to this section.

(E) (i) The Cadlifornia Tax Credit Allocation Committee may
allocate acredit under this section in exchangefor acredit allocated
pursuant to Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code,
relating to increase in credit for buildings in high-cost areas, in
amounts up to 30 percent of the eligible basis of a building if the
credits alowed under Section 42 of the Internal Revenue Code,
relating to low-income housing credit, are reduced by an equivalent
amount.

(if) Anequivalent amount shall be determined by the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee based upon the relative amount
required to produce an equivalent state tax credit to the taxpayer.

(c) Section 42(b) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
applicable percentage, shall be modified as follows:

(1) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that is a
new building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code and the regul ations promul gated thereunder, and not federally
subsidized, the term “ applicabl e percentage” meansthe following:

(A) For each of thefirst three years, the percentage prescribed
by the Secretary of the Treasury for new buildings that are not
federally subsidized for the taxable year, determined in accordance
with the requirements of Section 42(b)(1) of the Internal Revenue
Code.

(B) For the fourth year, the difference between 30 percent and
the sum of the applicable percentages for the first three years.

(2) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that (i) is
anew building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal Revenue
Code and the regulations promul gated thereunder, (ii) not located
in designated difficult development areas (DDAS) or qualified
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census tracts (QCTSs), as defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the
Internal Revenue Code, and (iii) is federally subsidized, the term
“applicable percentage” meansfor thefirst threeyears, 15 percent
of the qualified basis of the building, and for the fourth year, 5
percent of the qualified basis of the building.

(3) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that is (i)
an existing building, as defined in Section 42 of the Internal
Revenue Code and the regulations promulgated thereunder, (ii)
not located in designated difficult development areas (DDAS) or
qualified census tracts (QCTSs), as defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B)
of the Internal Revenue Code, and (iii) isfederally subsidized, the
term applicable percentage means the following:

(A) For each of the first three years, the percentage prescribed
by the Secretary of the Treasury for new buildingsthat arefederally
subsidized for the taxable year.

(B) For the fourth year, the difference between 13 percent and
the sum of the applicable percentages for the first three years.

(4) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that is (i)
anew or an existing building, (ii) located in designated difficult
development areas (DDAS) or qualified census tracts (QCTs) as
defined in Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code, and
(iii) federally subsidized, the California Tax Credit Allocation
Committee shall determine the amount of credit to be alocated
under subparagraph (E) of paragraph (2) of subdivision (b) required
to produce an equivalent state tax credit to the taxpayer, as
produced in paragraph (2), taking into account the basis boost
provided under Section 42(d)(5)(B) of the Internal Revenue Code.

(5) Inthe case of any qualified low-income building that meets
all of the requirements of subparagraphs (A) through (D), inclusive,
the term “ applicabl e percentage” means 30 percent for each of the
first three years and 5 percent for the fourth year. A qualified
low-income building receiving an allocation under this paragraph
isineligible to also receive an allocation under paragraph (3).

(A) The qualified low-income building is at least 15 years old.

(B) The qualified low-income building is serving households
of very low-income or extremely low-income such that the average
maximum household income as restricted, pursuant to an existing
regulatory agreement with afederal, state, county, local, or other
governmental agency, is not more than 45 percent of the area
median gross income, as determined under Section 42 of the
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Internal Revenue Code, adjusted by household size, and atax credit
regulatory agreement is entered into for a period of not less than
55 years restricting the average targeted household income to no
more than 45 percent of the area median income.

(C) Thequalified low-income building would have insufficient
credits under paragraphs (2) and (3) to complete substantial
rehabilitation due to alow appraised value.

(D) The qualified low-income building will complete the
substantial rehabilitation in connection with the credit allocation
herein.

(d) Theterm*qualified low-income housing project” asdefined
in Section 42(c)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
qualified low-income building, ismodified by adding thefollowing
requirements:

(1) Thetaxpayer shall be entitled to receive a cash distribution
from the operations of the project, after funding required reserves,
that, at the election of the taxpayer, is equal to:

(A) Anamount not to exceed 8 percent of the lesser of:

(1) The owner equity, which shall include the amount of the
capital contributions actually paid to the housing sponsor and shall
not include any amounts until they are paid on an investor note.

(if) Twenty percent of the adjusted basis of the building as of
the close of the first taxable year of the credit period.

(B) Theamount of the cashflow from those unitsin the building
that are not low-income units. For purposes of computing cashflow
under this subparagraph, operating costs shall be allocated to the
low-income units using the “floor space fraction,” as defined in
Section 42 of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to low-income
housing credit.

(C) Any amount allowed to be distributed under subparagraph
(A) that is not available for distribution during the first five years
of the compliance period may be accumulated and distributed any
time during the first 15 years of the compliance period but not
thereafter.

(2) Thelimitation on return shall apply in the aggregate to the
partnersif the housing sponsor isapartnership and in the aggregate
to the shareholdersif the housing sponsor isan “S’ corporation.

(3) The housing sponsor shall apply any cash available for
distribution in excess of the amount eligibleto be distributed under
paragraph (1) to reduce the rent on rent-restricted units or to
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increase the number of rent-restricted units subject to the tests of
Section 42(g)(1) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to in
general.

(e) The provisions of Section 42(f) of the Internal Revenue
Code, relating to definition and special rules relating to credit
period, shall be modified as follows:

(1) The term “credit period” as defined in Section 42(f)(1) of
the Internal Revenue Code, relating to credit period defined, is
modified by substituting “four taxable years’ for “10 taxable
years.”

(2) Thespecial rulefor thefirst taxable year of the credit period
under Section 42(f)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
special rulefor first year of credit period, shall not apply to the tax
credit under this section.

(3) Section 42(f)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
determination of applicable percentage with respect to increases
in qualified basis after first year of credit period, is modified to
read:

If, as of the close of any taxable year in the compliance period,
after the first year of the credit period, the qualified basis of any
building exceedsthe qualified basis of that building as of the close
of the first year of the credit period, the housing sponsor, to the
extent of its tax credit allocation, shall be eligible for a credit on
the excess in an amount equal to the applicable percentage
determined pursuant to subdivision (c) for the four-year period
beginning with the later of the taxable yearsin which the increase
in qualified basis occurs.

(f) The provisions of Section 42(h) of the Internal Revenue
Code, relating to limitation on aggregate credit alowable with
respect to projects located in a state, shall be modified as follows:

(1) Section 42(h)(2) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to
allocated credit amount to apply to all taxable years ending during
or after credit allocation year, shall not be applicable and instead
the following provisions shall be applicable:

The total amount for the four-year credit period of the housing
credit dollars allocated in a caendar year to any building shall
reduce the aggregate housing credit dollar amount of the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee for the calendar year in which
the allocation is made.
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(2) Paragraphs (3), (4), (5), (6)(E)(I)(I1), (6)(F), (6)(G), (6)(I),
(7), and (8) of Section 42(h) of the Internal Revenue Code, relating
to limitation on aggregate credit allowabl e with respect to projects
located in a state, shall not be applicable.

(g) The aggregate housing credit dollar amount that may be
dlocated annually by the California Tax Credit Allocation
Committee pursuant to this section, Section 12206, and Section
17058 shall be an amount equal to the sum of all the following:

(1) (A) Seventy million dollars ($70,000,000) for the 2001
calendar year, and, for the 2002 calendar year and each calendar
year thereafter, seventy million dollars ($70,000,000) increased
by the percentage, if any, by which the Consumer Price Index for
the preceding calendar year exceeds the Consumer Price Index for
the 2001 calendar year. For the purposes of this paragraph, the
term *“ Consumer Pricelndex” meansthelast Consumer Price Index
for All Urban Consumers published by the federal Department of
Labor.

(B) An-For calendar years 2016 through 2021, inclusive, an
additional—three one hundred million dollars—$306,000,000)
($2100,000 OOO) for the 2016 calendar year and for the-2017

mH+readel+are€$399£9&999) 2017 through 2021 cal endar years
one hundred million dollars ($100,000,000) increased by the
percentage, if any, by which the Consumer Price Index for the
preceding calendar year exceedsthe Consumer Price Index for the
2016 calendar year. For the purposes of this paragraph, the term
“Consumer Price Index” meansthe last Consumer Price Index for
All Urban Consumers published by the federa Department of
Labor. A housing sponsor receiving an allocation under paragraph
(2) of subdivision (c) shall not be eligiblefor receipt of the housing
credit allocated from the increased amount under this subparagraph.
A housing sponsor receiving an allocation under paragraph (1) of
subdivision (c) shall remain eligible for receipt of the housing
credit alocated from the credit ceiling amount under subparagraph
(A).

(2) The unused housing credit ceiling, if any, for the preceding
calendar years.

(3) Theamount of housing credit ceiling returned in the calendar
year. For purposes of this paragraph, the amount of housing credit
dollar amount returned in the calendar year equals the housing
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credit dollar amount previously allocated to any project that does
not become a qualified low-income housing project within the
period required by this section or to any project with respect to
which an allocation is canceled by mutual consent of the California
Tax Credit Allocation Committee and the allocation recipient.

(4) Fivehundred thousand dollars ($500,000) per calendar year
for projects to provide farmworker housing, as defined in
subdivision (h) of Section 50199.7 of the Health and Safety Code.

(5) The amount of any unallocated or returned credits under
former Sections 17053.14, 23608.2, and 23608.3, asthose sections
read prior to January 1, 2009, until fully exhausted for projectsto
provide farmworker housing, as defined in subdivision (h) of
Section 50199.7 of the Health and Safety Code.

(h) Theterm*compliance period” asdefined in Section 42(i)(1)
of the Internal Revenue Code, relating to compliance period, is
modified to mean, with respect to a
